Coffee beans are ttw twin seeds of a dime-sized red 
(oroccasionaly yellow) fhit tint grows on plants 
nidsize between a shiub and a tree. Growers refer to 
ffiese smal fhifls as 'coffee cherries". Cofifea arabica, 
the finest tasting exampfe of tfie hundreds of coffee 
species and the one tfiat flooded trie worfd on coffee, ' 
is a setf-pol6natHig plant, wfiich has contributed 
immensely to its ability to resist mutations over the 

centuries. The Colfea arabica plart of today is nearly identical to the one that 
originated on ttie plateaus of Ethiopia hundreds of years ago. 

Discovering Coffee Beans 

The legend of coffee's origin follows ttiat an Arabian (or Ethiopian, dependirvg on 
where the stoiy is being totd) goatherd named Kaldi discovered his goats dancing 
joyously around a smal, green, dark-fealed shnd> fuO of k>right red berries. Kaldi soon 
discovered that the red henries on tfie shrub were causirig the goats* peculiar 
behavfor. After eating a fsw fiimsefr, KaMT soon foamed flrst-tiand of (he berries' 
powerful effect and too t>egan dancing in exdtemert. Eventually, a monk from a 
nearby monastery wandered t>y on his way to prayer and found Kaldi and hts goats 
darK:tng by ttie smal green shrub peppered with red berries. Curious as to what was 
happening, the monk harvested tfie berries and began to perform experiments on the 
led frutt. One such e3cperiment nvolved removing tlie sldn and pulp of tfie firuit, and 
parcfiing and boiKng the smal seeds inside. The liquid ttiat resulted was used to 
keep tfie morte awalce during long hours of prayer, and was soon distributed to 
ottter monasteries around the wofid. 

Vyiieltier or not the legend is true. Europeans inSially ttefieved coffee originated In 
Venien ^ southern Aratm), sinoe tfin was wfiere tfWy fM found it cuftiva 
eariy as the 13th century. In feet, Coffea arabica originated in cerrtral Ethfopla and 
was Boeiy brought to Yemen in the sixth century through trade and exchange of 
agricuHunal pt a cBces^. 

Spreading Coffee Across the Globe 

Once ttie plant was brougtit to Yemen, Vhe Arabians monopolized the cultivation of 
tfie Coffiea arabica plant They believed ttie cofliee beans to be a delicacy. Protective 
of their discoveiy, the Arabians banned the coffee cliefries from leaving 
unless ttieywero first parched or boiled so as to no lortger be fertife. Dissension 
carrie in ttie form of a Musim pilgrim from liidia named Baba Budanwho, around 
1G00, smuggtetf coffee beans out of Arabia and back to fi» fiome in south hidta. 
wfiere tie ttien began a coffse form. 

The spread of coffee to Eivopean nations was inevitabfe and swift. The Dutch. 
Frencti, and Portuguese all became irterested in reapvig ttie profitabfe potential of 
culivating coffee. However, various a ttenyt s to grow ttie Coflea arabica plant in 
Europe foiled due to tfie plant's inab^ to toferate fifost. The Dutch eventually began 
growing their cofiiee in Java, and were abfe to establish coffiee cultivation for a 
coifKnecctal tiasts by the beginning of ttie 18th oeritury. 

By tliistinne, coffee was avatable out of two main ports: from Moctia. the main port of 
Yemen, or Horn JIava. Due to the UmSted avaBabflH y of coffee beans, European 
not>les, and oltiers rich enough to afford exotic luxuries, relished in the everyday 
pteasure of coffee consumptfon. Often, tfie Europeans wouM btend together the 
beans from ttie two sepa r ^ ports, thus creating a "Mocha Java.* 
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Eventually, the Dutch l)roaght coffee batik to Europe when they gHted Louis XIV of i 

France ^Mth a Coffea arabica tree <n 1715. The Dutch, with great difflcutty. obtained 

the tree at the Arat>ian port of Mocha, cairied it through to Java, then overseas to 

HoBand. and eveftuaBy across land to Paris. TTie first greenhouse in Europe was 

constructed to house the Coffea arat>ica tree. Through the carefUf tending of Louis 

XIVs botanisis, the plant ffc)urished and l)ecame supremely prolific. j 

Ihe bKons of offepring from the tree VI Psaris spread fM to M 

Caribbean in 1723. Gabriel Maihieu de CSeu stofe cofliM tre^ 

irilenlionofinovii^therntDMartnciue. Rghling broken branches, pirates, and 

storms. De Cfieu finally arrived on the Caribt)ean island with one fertile seed left. The 

seedling flourished into a bouriliful tree, and by 1770 the cultivation of cof!^ ' 

estabttstwdinfiM»lofttieislandsQf tteCaribbeanasweUas Haitiand Mexto 

Cultivating Varieties of Coffee Beans 

The orfgnaf tree fh Paris afso gave rise to a varfant of Coffea arabica called Coffea 

canephora. or Robusta that featured smaller beans and a more robust different 

growth pattern.

Coffee continued to ctrciflnnavigate the worid. and in 1893 finally ended up in Kenya 
(now known as Tanzania) ttwough the introduction of coffee beans from Brazil 

B took over six cerihiries ft>r coffee to leave its iriartc in alnnost every cortfne^ 

the worid. Coffee today 's vastly ctdlivated in Asia, North America, Central and South 

America, Europe, tfie Paddc^ and Africa.
